With no attempts at identification, 3 
‘the bodies were placed in baskets and 
put aboard the destroyer Maury which 
started tonight for the navy yard at 
| Boston. There they will be transferred 
to the Naval Hospital at Chelsea, where 
identification will be made. 

A Naval Academy class pin on one 
indicated the body was that of one of 
the five officers who were aboard. An- 
other was a machinists’ mate and the 
third apparently a chief petty officer. 

No Other Bodies Seen. 


Divers who recovered the bodies ex- 
pressed the opinion there were no 
others in the engine room compart- 
| ment. They did not succeed in com- 
pleting their search of. the compart- 
ment, however, before they were forced 
to stop operations for the day. 

Although there was no opportunity 
for a thorough medical examination, the 
| appearance of the bodies indicated-the 
| three men were drowned rather than 
| suffocated. They bore little evidence of 
| the long immersion in the water. All of 
| the bodies were fully clothed and when 
found were on the floor of the compart- 
| ment. 
| Joseph L. Eiben was the first diver to 
|enter the submarine and the one who 
‘found the bodies. For several days 
everything had been virtually in readi- 
| ness for the divers to go into the hull 
through the hatch leading to the en- 
gine room, arid only weather conditions 
‘interfered. The sea was fairly calm this 
afternoon. and C. L. Applegate was the 
first diver sent down. He opened the 
hatch but did not enter and was raised 
to the surface.

| Bringing Out the Dead. 
| Etben was then sent down with two 
other divers, R. C. Wilson and E. A, 
Mattox. While Wilson and Mattox re- 
/mained on the deck beside the open 
hatch, Eiben slowly climbed down the 
ladder into the compartment. Almost 
immediately his foot struck the first 
body where it lay in a slight depression 
in the floor of the submarine somewhat 
abaft the hatch and on the port side. A 
/moment later, on the opposite side of 
| the compartment, he found the second 
body. The third was near the control 
room bulkhead farther forward. Eiben 
then lifted the bodies to the opening 
| where the other divers remained. 

Wilson then entered the hull and 
aided BEiben After the three bodies 
had.been taken from the compartment, 
the divers signaled for a line to be 
lowered. The bodies were attached and 
raised to a point about 10 fect below 
the surface. | 

The three divers were then 
the surface, and a surf boat 
from the diving ship Falcon, carrying 
baskets provided previously for the 
purpose.

Removed to Destroyer, 

From the Falcon the bodies were

There 
are documents on which two type- 
writers were used in preparing them 
which likewise is inconsistent with the 
ordinary preparation of documents.” . 

Fordyce says thut the questioned 
signatures of Calles are beyond all ques- 
tion by two different writers and that 
it was not a one-man job. 


Sheffield ‘Takes Stand. 


James R. Sheffield, who was United 
States Ambassador to Mexico from 
September 9, 1924. to October 7, 1927, 
testified that he had once met Avila 
but had never bought any documents 
from him and had never purchased 
any documents purporting to relate to 
Mexican affairs. He had heard that 
alleged documents were 'n circulation, 
he said, and had given orders to the 
American embassy to have nothing to 
do with them. 

The former ambassador said tiat 
John Page came to him in the latter 
part of May, 1927, with the alleged 
ledger sheet alluding to payments to 
United States sénators and other al- 
leged documents. <A Mr. Ferris came 
with Mr. Page, the ambassador testi- 
fied. but Avila was not along. Mr. 
Sheffield testified that he told Page 
that he took no stock In the alleged 
document referring to payments to the 
senators.

OUT OF THE DEPTHS. 


A curious incident which recently took place 
off the east coast of England sets one to specu- 
lating once more on the mysteries and secrets 
of the deep. The seu receded to au extraor- 
dinary degree, ang the inhabitants of the iittle 
village of Walton-on-Naze were astonished to 
see a stove church rise out of the waters, some 
three miles off shore. {ts walls were thickly 
covered with shells and seaweed, and it bore 
every evidence of great age. 

It was, in fact, the long-lost parish church, 
which, in the year 1398, was submerged a8 a 
result of coast erosion. ‘The story of the 
catastrophe has been handed down by the tsh- 
ermen from generation to generation for 500 
years, but no one among them ever expected 
that mortal eyes would again rest upon the 
parish church of their ancestors, many of 
whom, no doubt, now rest in.the watery grave- 
yard. Apparently the old building felt itself 
out of place in a world which has so changed 
since it sank beneath the sight of man, for it 
presently vanished again—perhaps this time, 
like Drake's ‘“‘Revenge,” to be “lost evermore 
in‘the main.” 

There must be muny a similar spectacle 
heneath the waves which wash the British Isles 
For many years‘it has been known, hy actual 
measurement, that the coast of England. at 
ieast, is slowly, but surely receding. The actual 
rate is something like 6 inches a century 
which, as time and distance run, is not alarm- 
ing. The North Sea, however, is subject to 
violent storms which at times produce con- 
yulsions along the coast and cause portions of 
it to sink. The Goodwin Sands, about five 
miles off the coast of Kent, and not far from 
the grave of the old church itself, are now 
dangerous shoals, but. centuries ago hey 
formed a large island, the property of the 
Earls of Goodwin, who took their title fron it.

‘The classic tale of the lost island of Atlantis, 
celebrated in story and ballad, may, in all 
probability, be founded on something far more 
substantial toan myth. Tradition asserts that 
it lay in the Atlantic Ocean (to which, of 
course, it has given its name), immediately 
west of the Straits of Gibraltar, While Homer 
and Horace alternately identified the island 
with the Hesperides and the Elysian Fields 
Plato gives Atlantis the definite geographical 
position above, and adds that it lay adjacent to 
other islands farther west which, in turn, jay 
near an immense continent. Many have 
lieved this last to be America. It may. well 
have been. Who kuows? At all events, geolo- 
gists in modern times have discovered, beyond 
a doubt, that the European continent certainly 
did run much farther west than it does today. 

Where a story has heen handed down by 
word of mouth through countless generations, 
there is ‘ generally some foundation in fact, 
especially if the tradition is given a “local 
habitation and a name.” Archeological. re- 
searches in various parts of the world make 
this clearer every day. It ig by no means im- 
possible, or even improbable, that out of some 
future disturbance of the sea, there may rise 
once more before men’s eyes the ‘‘Lost Island 
of Atlantis,” a forgotten pathway between the 
Old World and the New.

Senator Caraway’s Measure 
Provides for Vote by Citi- 
zens on Proposal. 


BARS FEDERAL EMPLOYES 


The land that Maryland gave up for 
the District of Columbia would be 
ceded back to her if the citizens here 
voted in favor of such a return, under 
the terms of a bill introduced in the 
Senate yesterday by Senator Caraway 
(Democrat), of Arkansas. 

In other words, the entire District 
of Columbia would be ceded back, for 
all that is now the District once was 
Maryland. 

Under the terms of the bill the Pres- 
ident would appoint a commission of 
five, and this commission would make 
arrangements for Washingtonians to 
vote on the question of ceding back the 
city to Maryland. Federal employes, 
however, would not be permitted to 
vote. 

If the vote were favorable, back to 
Maryland would go the District of Co- 
lumbia. The laws and the judicial 
system of tolerant old Maryland would 
be extended here, and Washingtonians 
then could call themselves free Staters 
like their neighbors across the line. 

The bill provides that the Federal 
Government could purchase or con- 
demn all the property it needs here, 
and it also provides that the Mary- 
land legislature would have to approve

Present System Gives Oppor- 
tunity for Small Thefts, 
Report Says. 


AUTOMATIC RECORDING 
~ DEVICE IS SUGGESTED 


Hesse Opposes Plan, Declar- 
ing It Would Burden 
Desk Sergeants. 


Doubt as to whether policemen turn 
in to court all the money they collect 
in precinct stations from prisoners as 
collateral was raised in a rpeort by the 
Bureau of Efficiency submitted yester- 
day to the commissioners. 

The report was written by V. G. 
Croissant, of the bureau, and suggests 
that recording devices such as those 
used in hardware and other stores to 
record sales, be installed in all police 
stations. The registers referred to are 
locked and contain rolls with three 


strips of white paper and two strips of 


carbon paper. 

Whenever a prisoner is reieased on 
collateral, his name, the offense, and 
the amount of the collateral would be 
written. One copy would be torn off 
and given to the prisoner as a receipt, 
one would be torn off and sent to the 
finance clerk of Police Court to be tab- 
ulated for comparison with the cash 
turned over daily, and the third copy 
would be left on the roll locked in the 
register, to be removed only by the au- 
thorized officer, and sent to the Dis- 
trict auditor for final checking with re- 
ceipts from collateral. At 
receipts are given a prisoner for collat- 
eral deposited. 


Hesse Opposes Plan. 


Croissant says in his report that Maj. 
Daniel J. Donovan, District auditor, al- 
though not expressing himself as to 
details, agrees that there should

Pupils to Be Transferred. 


Under plans devised by school ofii- 
clals, the pupils now attending the 
Garnet school wifl be transferred to 
the large Harrison School at Thirteenth 
and V streets northwest. now used as 
the health school for colored students, 
and the colored health pupils trané- 
ferred to the Toner School. now used 
for white students, in the Potomac 
Park section. The students now at- 
tending the Toner School wiil be trans- 
ferred to other schools in the vicinity. 

Members of the Board of Education 
are aware that ordering establishment 
of the health school in the Potomac 
Park section will result in a concerted 
protest from owners of homes and 
apartment residents, but those who 
voted for the change, including Isaac 
Gans, the Rev. F. I. A. Bennet and 
Carusi, declared .here was 
way out. 

Upon recommendation of Dr. Ballou, 
the board refused to permit the entry 
of students to the Wilson Normal 
School at the coming February term. 
Dr. Ballou told the board there would 
be only six students ready to take p 
normal gchool work at the beginning 
of tr? February term and it wor 7 
prove too expensive to finance for the 
three-year course a class as small as 
that planning to take up the normal 
school work. The six students will be 
required to wait until September. 

Sabbatical Bill Considered. 

A bill designed to grant teachers sab- 
batical leave was presented to board 
members for consideration by Gilli- 
gan, chairman of the legislation com- 
mittee of the board.
